REFERS TO PERSIA 


CONCERNS EXOLUSIVELY COMMER- 
CIAL INTERESTS OF THE POW- 
ERS IN PERSIAN KINGDOM

Berlin, Sept. 16.—The long-delayed 
conclusion of the Russv-German asrec- 


ment, the outcome of the famous Pols- 
dam Interview between the Kulser and 
the Czar, nine months agu, took place 
a faw days since, when the treat? was 
signed in St, Petersburg by the German 
| ambassador, Count von Pourtales, and 
| M. Neratoff, the Russian Foreign Min- 
ister, pro tem. 

The text, a8 communicated to the 
press, through a. semi-official agenoy, 
shows that the agreement bears ex- 
clusively upon the development of Ger- 
man and Russian commercial intorests 
in Persia by means of Russian railway 
schemes, and contains no reference 
whatever .to the understanding hinted 
at by Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, the 
Imperial chancellor, In the Reichstag 
in December last, acocrding to which 
each party agreed not to Join any com- 
bination of powers directed against the 
other party. Even the preamble to the 
agreement contains no word as to the 
general’ political relations of the two 
powers concerned, and refers exclu- 
sively and particularly to Persia. 

Disappointment In Germany 

This fact has caused a certain 
amount of disappointment in some cir- 
cles in Germany, which apparently ex- 
pected something more, and cherished 
the covert hope that the Russo-German 
agreement when it became an accom- 

i plished fact would strengthen Germany 
in her position towards the triple en- 
tente, and possibly exercise some in- 
fluence upon the Morocco  negotia- 
tions. 

During the last few weeks, prior to 
the signing of the agreement, however, 
Russia plainly indicated that her al- 
legiance to the triple entenle was in no 
way to be weakened, and now that the 
terms of the agreement tiave become
